The  physician  in  attend- 
ance, at\er  listening  to  the  woman's  tale 
regarding  her  husband  s  ailment,  prescribed 
some  medicine,  and  also  told  her  to  apply 
some  leeches  to  the  sick  man.  When  the 
woman  returned  the  next  day  the  doctor 
asked  if  her  husband  was  better.  "  No," 
she  said,  "  he  is  rather  worse,  if  anything." 
"  Did  you  follow  out  my  instructions  with 
regard  to  the  leeches?"  "Well,  no—not 
exactly.  John  wouldn't  eat  them  raw,  so  I 
fried  them  for  him."

To  MAKE  Elderberry  Wine.— Pour  four 
quarts  of  boiling  water  over  8  quarts  of  the 
berries,  letting  them  stand  12  hours,  stirring 
occasionally.  Strain  well,  pressing  out  the 
juice.  Then  to  4  quarts  of  the  juice  add  ■> 
pounds  of  sugar,  an  ounce  of  powdered  cin- 
namon, half  an  ounce  of  powdered  cloves, 
and  boil  for  5  minutes.  Then  set  the  liquor 
away  to  ferment,  in  a  stone  jar,  closely  cov- 
ered with  a  cloth.  When  it  is  done  fer- 
menting rack  off  carefully,  so  as  not  to 
disturb  the  lees,  then  bottle  and  cork. 


An  oriental  died,  leaving  seventeen  cam- 
els.
